Of all the lepidoptera yet known, the present spe- 
cies is perhaps the niost remarkable for the excessive 
length of the tail-like processes or appendices with 
which the lower wings are terminated : it is anative 
of Africa, and is numbered among the rarest of the 
exotic Phalene. It seems to have been first de- 
scribed and figured in the elegant work of Mr. 
Drury.
